EDMONTON NEEDS THE BENEFIT 


Being itself & newspaper that is owned 
outside Edmonton, and operated here only 
as a means of draining away Edmonton 
money into the pockets of its eastern 

\ owners, friend Journal naturally favors 
the idea that half Edmonton’s paving con- 
tract should be handed to an outside firm 
and the proceeds drained away to build 
up the industrial and commercial strength 
of another city. 

But a decent regard for consistency 
might restrain it from openly advocating 
that policy at this untimely juncture. If 
— as Premier Bennett says and the Jour- 
nal echoes—it is good business for the 
people of Canada to keep their money at 
home instead of sending it to Britain or 
the United States to pay for goods which 
they might obtain there at a shade lower 
price, it must be equally good business for 
the people of Edmonton to keep their 
money at home instead of shipping it 
away because they are offered an appar- 


ent saving of 7 per cent on the cost of | 


paving. 

A time when the Dominion Govern- 
ment and the Provincial Government are 
feeding some thousands of unemployed 
men in Edmonton is a mighty poor time 
to talk about shipping Edmonton money 
to Vancouver or anywhere else to streng- 
then the business structure of a rival city. 
The profits from Edmonton paving ought 
to go to create labor-employing industries 
in Edmonton, not somewhere else.

THE “SPEEC 

Those who study the Speech from the 
Throne in hope of learning that the Gov- 
ernment has found, or thinks it has found, 
a cure for the economic ills of the country 
will be disappointed. The depression is 
of course the general theme of the Speech, 
as it must be the prime consideration in 
Government policy. But there is not from 
one end of the deliverance to the other a 
definite proposal for effecting a better- 
ment of conditions; nor is there very much 
to give confidence that an early better- 
ment is looked for. 

The one positive assertion in this con- 
nection is that the tariff is to be revised 
and a tariff board created. For the rest, 
the Government stands prepared ‘“‘to ren- 
der whatever additional assistance may be 
deemed advisable” in securing “the order- 
ly marketing of the wheat crop”. And 
that is the program, so far as the Speech 
discloses, in direct reference to the de- 
pression and governmental action regard- 
ing it. 

“So far as the current economic situa- 
tion warrants,” legislative measures are 
to be proposed in respect of old age pen- 
sions, aid to agriculture, technical educa- 
tion, and highway construction. And bills 
are to be brought down relating in un- 
specified ways to the control of national 
finance, the revision of arrangements for 
Government purchases, for amending the 
naturalization act, and for amending the 
copyright act. 

On the financial side, there is pro- 
mised economy to the limit that is compat- 
ible with proper administration. Nothing 
is said about increased taxation, other 
than may be involved in the tariff changes. 
From which it may be inferred that the 
Ministers have abandoned the notion of 
trying to offset the deficit by imposing 
new tax measures, and have decided to ac- 
cept the situation, as every business con- 
cern in the country is forced to do, as be- 
ing one in which the normal relations he- 
tween income and outgo cannot be main- 
tained. That course the public ought to 
approve, and doubtless will. 

Quite evidently responsibility las 
worked a sobering change upon the atti- 
tude and outlook of the Ministers. The 
outstanding feature of the Speech is its 
marked divergence from the .speeches 
which came from the same source last 
summera There is no suggestion now of 
waving the official wand and restoring 
prosperity on the quick order plan. The 
ege of miracles is gone. Instead, we are 
told, there is “necessity of effecting a re- 
duction in the costs of production and 
marketing of the wheat crop and of pro- 
viding more stable markets.” In other 
words, the country will have to pull itself 
out of the hole, seemingly with not much 
help from the supposed magicians. 


THE ARGENTINE'S BID FOR TRADE 


The people of the Argentine are stag- 


ing a British trade exhibition, which will 


a

be opened tomorrow in Buenos Aires by 
His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales. 
In reality the event is to be a British km- 
pire exhibition held outside the Empire; 
the first of that kind ever held anywhere. 
The object of course is to promote trade 
with Great Britain and the British Do- 
minions. Primarily the Argentinians are 
concerned in finding markets for their 
products, including a large annual surplus - 
of wheat, a8 Canadians have too good rea- 
son to know. But they understand, better 


than some other peoples, that their chance | 


of selling is best in those countries in 
which they do their buying. Hence the in- 
vitation to Britain and the Dominions to 
send along their products and put them 
on display in the Argentine capital at a 
great exhibition planned and paid for by 
the Argentinians themselves. 

We may, and ought to, gather from 
this that the Argentine is not to be classed 
among the “backward’’ countries in mat- 
ters of trade. The exhibition is a unique 
and striking demonstration that the Gov- 
ernment and people of that country are 
fully alive to the benefits of the interna- 
tional trade, and know how to go about it 
to get trade. The Argentinians are not 


hostile to imports nor afraid of importing; | 


they are inviting imports, in order that 
they may sell their products through the 
process of exchange. 

From the Canadian standpoint the in- 
ference is not altogether pleasant. The 
Argentine people are in cold fact making a 
“dead set” on the markets of Great Bri- 
tain, particularly the market for wheat. 
And in offering to accept British goods in 
exchange for their wheat they are putting 
in a bid that is bound to look very at- 
tractive to the people of Great Britain. 
How Canada is going to counter that bid, 
and hold a place for Canadian products in 
the British market, is a problem that 
should be giving a good deal of concern to 
the Ministers at Ottawa. 

As a means of securing whatever ad- 
vantages are possible from the exhibition, 
Canada is being weil represented there, 
officially and unofficially. An excellent 
exhibit of Canadian products, such as are 
likely to be saleable in the country, is be- | 
ing made. Descriptive literature, telling 
about Canada, is to be widely circulated. 
And a large party representing the Cana- 
dian Manufacturers’ Association and the 
Canadian Chambers of Commerce will be 
in attendance. 

It is to be hoped, and it seems reason- 
able to expect, that as a result of these | 
efforts a considerable market may be 
opened up for Canadian manufactured 
goods. Whatever is gained in that direc- 
tion will go to offset the losses which the 
Canadian farmer has sustained and is sus- 
taining through Argentine competition in 
the wheat market of Great Britain.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Colonic Irrigations 

Question: J, M, writes; “I would like your opin- 
jon on taking high colonic irrigations, Do you think 
them beneficial? How often should they be taken?’ 

Answer: 1 advise the colonic irrigation in many 
cases, The number you should take would depend 
upon the condition of your colon and the opinion of 
the one giving the treatments. A treatment a day is 
often helpful for a short time, but usually one or two 
of these irrigations a week is sufficient, while you 
are changing your diet, increasing your exercise, and 
doing other things to bring about a normal state of 
healith.. The effects of internal bathing do not last 
much longer than the effects of taking an ordinary 
bath. You must, at the same time, correct the faulty 
habits which have produced the conditions for whieh 
you are taking the. irrigations. 


Color in Margarine 

Question: Mrs, J, D. K. asks: “What is the color- 
ing supplied with oleomargarinc? Are butter substi- 
tutes injurious?” 

Answer: Most margarine manufacturecs use an- 
natto for coloring their product. Capsules of this 
coloring matter are supplied with margarine so that 
the housewife may mix the coloring in, herself, as 
the margarine manufacturers are not aliowed to arti- 
ficially color their products the same as the butter 
peopie do. Another coloring matter used is dande- 
lion butter color, This is sometimes furnished. in 
powder form along with the margarine you buy. 
Some margarine is naturally yellow, due to the natural 
yellow color of the fats used in its manufacture. All 
butter substitutes now being sold are perfectly whole- 
some and have « high focd value.

amous Hits of History 


By J. P. GLASS 


Oscar Wilde, the Brilish poet, novelist and play- 
wright, who was a rival of James Abbott McNeill 
Whistler, the American artist, as a witticist, may have 
come off second best in his encounters with Whistler, 
but nevertheless he was in the same class with the 
American when it came to smart rejoinder, 


‘The spontaneity of his wit was frequently shown, 

On one occasion he was engaged in conversation 
with Sir Lewis Morris, the author of “The Eple of 
Hades.” Sir Lewis was talking about the death of 
Tennyson and the discussion that had followed re- 
garding his successor as poet laureate. Sir Lewls felt 
that he hed # right to the laureateship, but com- 
plained that his claims were being received with 
studied neglect, 

“It is a complete conspiracy of silence against me 
a conspiracy of silence! What ought I to do, Oscar?” 
he said, 

“Join it,” replied Wilde 

Speaking of Meredith and Browning, Wilde re- 
marked, “Meredith is a prose Browning—and 60 Is 
Browning,” 

Wilde's personal introduction to America came 
during # lecture tour and it was on his arrival in 
New York that he chose to display his eccentricity. 
Asked at the custom house if he had anything to de- 
clare, he replied: 

“T have nothing to declare, except my genius,’ 

A Russian who visited in London gave a series of 
magnificent receptions. Of these, the author re- 
marked: “He thinks he is setting up a salon—but it 
is only # restaurant.” 

Dying in poverty in Paris, Wilde's wit was not im- 
paired by the straits to which he had been reduced. 

“It appears I am dying beyond my means,” he said. 

As leader of the aesthetes of his day, Wilde's wit 
sometimes became ridiculous, At a country house 
party, soon after he had left Oxford, he came down 
one morning looking very pale. 

“I'm afraid,” said someone, “that you are ill, Mr, 
Wilde.” 

“No, not ill, only tired,” was the reply; “the fact 
is I picked a primrose in the wood yesterday, and it 
was 60 Ill I have been si up with it all night.” 

Wilde got a good taste of what it means to be an 
aesthete while still at Oxford, Fellow students ducked 
him because he wore his hair long and decorated his 
room with peacock feathers and lilies. However, he 
was not deterred. Ultimately his immoralities sent 
him to prison. He was poverty-stricken when he diced 
in Paris, Noy. 30, 1900. But he will be remembered 
for his writings, among the best known of which is 
the novel, The Picture of Dorian Gray; the play, 
Salome, and the poem, Ballad of Reading Gaol

This condition is so familiar that 
the word “tantrum” was invented to 
describe it, It is a sign of a nervous 
(hysterical) disposition, and i most 
cases it is outgrown if wisely han- 
died. ‘There is often a physical ag- 
gravation, and the physician de- 
tected this in the inferted tonsils, 
But removing the tonsils dots not 
change the nature of the child, it 
removes an irritation. 

It will not do to think of “tan- 
trums” as caused by Wnsils and cur- 
ed by their removal. In such cases 
one is dealing with a violent over- 
action emotionally—so typleal that 
all but phlegmatic children may give 
, Way to these explosions 

Details confirm this, The mother 
ia devoted to the child, and the ohild 
even more to the mother, and “will 
not leave her out of her sight at any 
time without a violent crying spell.” 
The mother asks: “Is this an exhi- 
dition of complex, or is it a natural 
condition with nothing to be 
feared?” 

It is natural in this type of child, 
but for that very reason must be 


taken in hand early. A child of 4 
must be broken judiciously of the 
habit of crying when her mother 
goes away. What is to be feared is 
nothing more serious than a growing 
hysteria, and that is enough to make 
parents of all such children cauti- 
ous. 

Portinately moet little girls of 4 
in whom it is possible to detect the 
tantrum and other signs of a neu- 
rotic disposition, do not have it so 
strongly that it cannot be definitely 
and reasonably controlled, It all de- 
pends on just how “hysterical” this 
child fs, 

I can cite one case which I have 
known long enough to say that the 
child started on that course at 4 and 
kept it up, so that she is still a dif- 
ficult person to deal with at 40 and 
more, I can cite another who start- 
od worse, and had a very difficult 
adolescence and as & mature wo- 
man is one of the best-controlled 
persons I know. I a that the 
second had a wiser er than the 
first; but ons should not put it all 
to the credit or discredit of the 
mother, 

As this mother is one of a vust 
army of mothers with similar prob- 
lems on their hands, they may all 
read with profit Dr. Cameron's “The 
Nervous Child,” Such mothers 
should not be discouraged by an oc- 
casional tantrum. Many normal 


women were “tantrum” children.

MARCH 13TH 

Death of Belisarius, March 13, 
565. There seems a deal of doubt 
anent the end of Belisarius and the 
exact date of his death, which is 
not surprising considering now long 
ago he lived. This day in 565 is 
given by many historians, As the 
interest Mes in his doings more than 
in the date of his demise, however, 
it is good enough, Bellsariys, you 
may remember, was @ Brass Hat in 
the days when Justinian ruled in 
the Near East. Justinian, himself, 
was an interesting gentleman, in- 
cidentaliy sharing that weakness 
displayed by many kings to follow 
him. He married an actress named 
Theodora and lived happily ever 
afterwards, Belisarius was the 
G.O.C, of his armies. Apparently a 
born soldier, for he was only 
twenty-four when he assumed com- 
mand, Justinian must have recog- 
nised ability when he saw it, for a 
year after his appointment in 530 
A.D. he opened his career as a com- 
mander by administering a sound 
thrashing to twice as many Persians 
as there were soldiers in his own 
army. Four years afterwards he put 
an end to the African dominion of 


Individuality 


In the latter decade or two uni- 
versities have, by and large, over~- 
mechanized their processes. 

Tt was not that the teachers and 
administrators of our universities 
wanted to meclianize their pro- 
cesses. 


‘They could not do otherwise. 


They suddenly found themselves 
swamped with an inrush of stu- 
dents. 

Figuratively speaking, overnight 
our universities, which until then 
had reasonably sized student bodies, 
found their yates mobbed by great 
crowds of students, 

The curve of college and univer- 
sity attendance shot suddenly sky- 
werd, 

The student bodies grew faster 
than budgets or buildings or equip- 
ment. 

‘There was nothing to do but 
make classes larger, teach more and 
more by lectures, and generally 
speaking spray the students with 
learning and hope that somehow it 
might soak in. 

Now that there are some signs 
that college attendance may soon 
become measurably stabilized, there 
is a grow!ng demand that our unl- 
versities personalize themselves. 

And even the Jargest university 
can be personalized. 

Psychological research is giving 
us new tools that enable us to gain 
an advance insight into the points 
of strength, the points of weakness, 
the special aptitudes, and the spe- 
clal problems of students without 
taking a year or two to come to 
know the student, 

If we will but buckle down to the 
job, we can organize a university of 
10,608 er 60,000 students into teach- 
ing unite that will have every ad- 
vantage of the small college of other 
generations plus all the advantages 
of a great university. 

It is a matter of organization and 
of using the new tools of psychology.

REAL MIXED FARMING 


Editor, Bulletin:-— 


Prices of grain are below the cost 
of production, and algo the prices 
of cattle, sheep, hogs and poultry 
products are far below value, It is 
now important to mix other crops in 
50 as not to depend on any one, 

There are many farm products 
that can be grown well and profit- 
ably here in Alberta, and which 
would put the farmers on a much 
better standing. Among these is 
the growing of Clovers and other 
tame grasses for seed, which works 
in conjunction very completely with 
the growibg and fattening of cattle, 
hogs, sheep and poultry. 

Canada imports annually about 
three hundred carloads of Timothy 
seed, also a very large quantity of 
Red ‘Top, Brome Grass, Alfalfa and 
other seeds. These can be grown 
here and they bring good prices. 
They are mostly imported from the 
United States. 

There is also a good demand for 
Alfalfa, and Alsike Clover Seed, and 
White Dutch, as well as a fairly good 
demand for White and Yellow Blos- 
som Bweet Clover, These Clovers, if 
grown here, would work hand in 
hand with the growing and fatien- 
ing of stock. 

Pield Peas are also a grain thet 
can be grown on all of the lighter 
land, clay hills and sandy soils. They 
do particularly well on hily land 
where they do not grow too tall and 
therefore ripen well, This grain

There is also a large area of low- 
lying rich black bottem soli ihat 
has been lake, slough, or river bot- 
toms, that will produce very good 
crops, Gome of this soll is covered 
with muskeg or peat, and as this 
land usually carries plenty of mois- 
ture, the following crops do extra 
well on it: Timothy, Brome Grass, 
and Alfalfa for seed, 

Canada has imported from the 
United Btates annually from 300 
to 350 cars of Timothy seed for 
many years, There is also an export 
demand for Timothy seed to Burope. 
Denmark, Germany, and France 
were importers this year. Timothy 
seed, if properly grown on the right 
kind of soil, will produce five to six 
hundred pounds per acre, and if 
properly harvested and threshed will 
bring from $6.00 to $9.00 per hun- 
dred pounds ts the grower. 

Brome Grass is profitable to the 
grower, particularly certified or re- 
gistered seed, It is necessary to be 
registered on account of this variety 
of seed having for many years been 
the cause of distributing or develop- 
ing couch grass. Brome Grass seed 
on good land, will yield seven to 
eight hundred pounds per acre, and

The clover and grass seed industry 
1s directly connected with the dairy 
cow, the finished calf, colt, and 
steer, the feeding of hogs and poul- 
try, and the foundation of the sheep 
industry. 

The cioveys and tame grasses are 
Perennial and by-annual, and there- 
Jore gtart growing curly in the spring 
and remain green much longer in 
the fell than the native grasses for 
pasture, They are also of a superior 
grade of feed on account of their 
high protein content, 

This class of mixed farming 
means work seven days a week and 
will pay well enough for a farmer 
to employ a man or woman twelve 
mouths of the year, and if one-third 
of our 60,000 Alberta farmers were 
employing one men ¢ach, unem- 
ployment would be solved.

MEMBER ASKS 
DOMINION FOR 
EARLY ACTION 


Discrimination Against Al- 
berta Farmer Now Ex- 
ists is Charge 


Unanimous approval was given by 
the legislature on Thursday to a 
motton moved by A, G, Andrews, 
U.F.A,, Sedgewick, seeking “immediate 
action” on the part of the Dominion 
government to remove the “glaring 
discrimination now existing between 
rates on grain and flour from Alberta 
points to Vancouver for export and 
domestic consumption.” 

The resolution passed the house 
without debate, 

In advocating adoption of the 
motion, Mr. Andrews stressed the fact 
that it dealt with a@ situation in re- 
spect to freight rates which was unfair 
to farmers of Alberta, who had low 
grade grain for sale, 


LOW GRADE GRAIN 

His purpose in introducing the 
motion was to bring to the attention 
of the Dominion the necessity for re- 
moving the discrimination with all 
possible speed and thus help the 
farmer to realize a better price for his 
low grade grain, 

Every year, there was more low 
grade grain in Alberta than could be 
used to feed livestock. This situation 
would continue for some years. The 
natural market was British Columbia, 
where it was in great demand, or 
would be if it were possible to land 
it there at a price where it could 
compete with feed from other coun- 
tries, 

Just now there was an immense 
amount of grain suitable for feeding 
cattle, hogs and poultry, but there 
was no market for it, In some in- 
stances this grain was being sold at 
& great sacrifice for the sole purpose 
of raising living expenses, If this 
grain, or eny considerable quantity of 
it could be sold even at a compara- 
tively low figure it would be a wel- 
come source of income to western 
farmers and would be the means of 
relieving & serious situation. Farmers 
of British Columbia were anxious to 
obtain such feed for livestock and 
poultry. 

RATE TOO HIGH 

The barrier to this market was 
transportation costs, as 4142 cents per 
cwt. to B.C, was practically impossible. 

“From my own shipping point,” he 
said, “the rate is 46 cents per cwt., as 
compared with 23 cents for export, or, 
in other words, a difference of 100 
per cent,” 

Coarse grains and off grade wheat, 
which could be used to develop poul- 
try and stock farming in B.C., were 
as successfully shut out of that prov- 
ince owing to the high domestic 
freight rate as they would be by a 
tariff wall between the provinces. In 
1930 more than 600,000 bushels of 
corn, mostly from the Argentine, was 
imported tnto British Columbia, 

Mr, Andrews then quoted T. OC, 
Norris, of the Board of Railway Com- 
missioners, as saying in regard to 
lower freight rates for the maritime 
provinces, “The shipment of these 
low grade and damaged grains from 
western Canada to the mar.time prov- 
jnces for domestic purposes would 
accordingly benefit all parties and the 
desire of the marilime stock grower 
and feeder to secure such a reduction 
in freight rates as will enab’e him to 
handle these feeds to advantage is in 
my opinion worthy of the serious con- 
sideration of the board.” 

If- this was true of the Maritime 
provinces, it was much truer regard- 
ing points between Alberta and 
British Columbia, contended Mr, An- 
drews,

ASKS SPECIAL 
HOUSE SESSION 
INANY CRISIS 


D. M. Duggan, Tory Lead- 
er, Refers to Situation 
Last F'all 


Hope was expressed by D. M. Dug- 
gan. Conservative leader, in the 
legislature on Thursday night, that i 
in the future an unforseen economic 
situation confronted the province such 
as had been the case last autumn— 
which he did not expect to occur for 
many years—that the government 
would call the legislature together in 
special session to deal with it, 

Mr. Duggan said matters of extra- 
ordinary importance had cropped up 
in the matter of handling unemp.vy- 
ment relief, The very nature of the 
situation, he thought, was such as to 
make it pass beyond the sphere of the 
government and into the realm of the 
legislature as a whole. 

It would not be necessary to provide 
for an additional sessional indemnity 
as the house could be called, necessary 
business transacted and then an ad- 
journment ordered unti] the customary 
time of meeting. 

In reply, Hon, George Hoadley, 
minister of agriculture and health, 
who was leading the house in the 
momentary absence of Premier J, E 
Brownlee, stated that he quite agreed, 
the situation had been extraordinary 
and called for immediate action. He 
thoroughly agreed with the principle, 
advocated by Mr. Duggan, and it 
might be adopted on another occasion. 

In this, particular instance he did 
not feel that anything further would 
have been achieved than had been, by 
such a session. The money obtained 
from the Dominion was in the nature 
of a gift and no greater amount would 
have been obtained if the house had 
been called.

DISCONTINUE 
GOV'T. RELIEF 
ON APRIL 15 


Direct Aid for Single Un- 
employed Men Extended 
to That Date 


Direct relief for single unemployed 
men will be discontinued as from Ap- 
ril 15 next, providing the dominion 
government is wiliing to carry on the 
three-way division of the costs, ac- 
cording to a decision reached at a 
conference held at the legislative 
buildings on Friday between Premier 
J, E, Brownlee, Hon. Vernor W. Smith, 
minister of railways and telephones 
and in charge of relief work; Mayor 
James Douglas of Edmoiiton, Mayor 
Andy Davison of Calgery, and Com- 
missioner David Mitchell of this city 

By extending the period to April 15, 
relief will be given for two weeks long- 
er than last year. ¢ 

Brush cleering camps will be gra- 
dually closed up, and it is expected 
that the last will be closed by April 
30. 

While .relief for married men was 
discussed, there were no definite con- 
clusions reached and no date has been 
set for cutting off relief to them 

Premier Brownlee intimated in the 
course of the deliberations that the 
whole question of unemployment relief 
would be taken into cons.deratjon 
when he and other western premiers 
met Premier R, B, Bennett at Olta- 
wa in the first week of April. Next 
winter's program of relief would also 
be considered

Will Also Levy Corpora- 
tion Tax as Means to 
Bolster Revenues

TORONTO, March 1%—Increases in 
the price of liquor sold by the Liquor 
Control Board of Ontario and levy of 
@ general corporation tax are the 
means chosen by the Ontario govern- 
ment to bolster the declining revenues 
of the province in the face of increas- 
ing expenditures, From these sources 
the government expects to collect an 
additional $4,500,000 during the fiscal 
yoar, 1930-31. 

Hon, E. A. Dunlop, provincial trea- 
surer, made the announcements in his 
budget speech in the legislature 
Thursday. The treasurer announced a 
deficit of $646,000 for the fiscal year 
which ended October 31, 1930. and 
predicted a deficit for the present 
year of $2,670,000. 

The tax levy on corporations is 1-10 
per cent, of the paid-up capital stock 
of all corporations operating in the 
province, with the exception of cor- 
porations already subject to the Cor- 
poration Tax Act. These are banks, 
insurance companies, loan companies, 
finance companies, trust companies, 
railways, strect railways, tclegrapu 
companies, telephone companies, gas 
and electric companies, express com- 
panies, car companies, race tracks 
and liquor export companies.
